WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Hovsr.— 
The House passed a bill to repeal the 
law, but providing that 
all pending proceedings in ban krupt- 
cy shall be continued under the ex- 
isting laws, except that all fees, costs 
and charges shall be reduced to one- 
half of the present rates. 

The Select Committee on Salaries 
reported a bill tixing the salaries of 
members at $5,500, to be in full of all 
allowances, except for actual individ 
ual travelling expenses, and reducin 
all other salaries that were increase 
last session to what they had been 
before, except Judges of the Supreme 
Court and the President during this 
term. An amendment was adopted 
making the reduction to take effect 
from the 4th of March, 1873. The 
bill was not disposed of.

Strike out all after the words“ tlie 
General Assembly of North Carolina 
do,“ and insert the following, 

Resolved, That in consequence of 
the results of the late war, and the 
legislation of both the general and 
State governments which sugceed it, 
the people of North Carolina have 
been deprived of all ability, at the 
present time to pay any part of their 
State debt, 

Resolved, That to support and main- 
tain the administration of the State 
— in all its divisions and 

epartments, as the Constitution 
provides to educate the children of 
the State—to support the poor - to 
take care of the idiots and the insane 
—the deaf and dumb and blind—and 
the destitute orphans—and also, to 

rovide and maintain suitable prisons 
or convicts, imposes upon us a higher 
obligation of paying an honest debt; 
especially wheu that debt was con- 
tracted under circumstances now so 
changed, and its payment depending 
upon means so completely swept 
away, and by causes which we, as a 
State, had no power to prevent or 
control, 

Resolved, That we submit to the 
enlightened consideration of Con- 
gress, if the general government, un- 
der all circumstances, would not act 
wisely, by assuming the payment of 
so much of our State debt as in jus- 
tice and equity ought to be paid. 

Mr. Worth thought as he had be- 
fore stated, that now was the time for 
the adjudication of the State debt, 
and delay was not only dangerous, 
but not in accordance with the wishes 
of the people. He hoped the Senator 
from Cumberland would withdraw 
his amendment, as he conceived it 
* un injury to the passage of the 
bill, 

Mr. Troy insisted on his amend- 
ment, and the vote recurring on its 
passage, Mr. Price called the yeas 
and nays. 

Mr. Humphrey hoped that the 
amendment would be voted down, as 
he could not vote for the bill, encum- 
bered as it was, with this useless but 
dangerous appendage, which could 
be offered by the Senator as a seperate 
bill, &e. 

Mr. Merrimon was also opposed to 
the amendment, and hoped that it 
would be withdrawn, stating that he 
had a resolution pending before the 
Senate that proposed to cover the 
ground of this amendment, that now 
uctedas a clog wheel to the passage of 
an important bill. 

Mr. Welch favored the amendment, 
and hoped that it would not be with- 
drawn. He wanted a full expression 
to the — — of what we propose to 
do in this matter. 

Mr. Humphrey asked the Senator 
from Haywood, (Mr. Welch,) if the 
amendment was adopted would he 
vote for the bill? (Ans. —I hope to 
have the opportunity of voting fora 
better proposition.) He then called 
the attention of the true friends of 
the bill of the importance of voting 
down an amendment which was 
tu vored merely to clog the bill. 

Mr. Ellis, of Columbus, favored the 
amendment. He was extreme on this 
question of the State debt, and was 
glad the proposed amendment put 
the bill in a shape that he could vote 
for it. Unless it was so declared that 
this special tax bond debt shall not 
be considered a part of the debt of 
North Carolina, he would not sup- 
port the bill, 

Mr. Murphy opposed the amend- 
ment, and hoped nothing would be 
brought up to affect the passage of 
the bill. 

Pending a further discussion be- 
tween Messrs. Welehand Humphrey, 
the Senate adjourned.

The State Debt—The Commit- 
tee’s Report. 

It will be seen that our correspon- 
dent X, in this morning’s DAILY 
News, criticizes the bill introduced 
by the Joint Select Committee on the 
State Debt. 

Our correspoudent calls attention 
to some important defects in the plan 
of the Committee one of the princi- 
pal of which is that the plan makes 
no provision for the exchange of the 
State bonds issued in 1860, just before 
the war, in aid of internal improve- 
ments. The point seems to be well 
taken, and we call the attention of 
the Committee thereto. 

Our correspondent thinks the bill 
is defective also on the ground that 
no arrangement is made for the ex- 
change of bonds from which the cou- 
pons have been detached, nor for tak- 
ing up the detached coupons. 


Consolidation. 

A few days since, we published a 
communication signed WAKE, giving 
some reasons why the Consolidation 
Bill now before the Legislature 
should not pass in its present shape. 
We promised the friends of the meas- 
ure to publish any reply to the argu- 
ments of our correspondent, as we 
were anxious to give our readers both 
sides of the question. In a matter 
of so great importance, in which the 
vital interests of the State are con- 
cerned, the public are entitled to 
have all the light that can possibly 
be thrown on the subject. If the 
bill shall become alaw, we want such 
safeguards thrown around it as shall 
protect the interests of the State and 
the private stockholders. There 
should be no loop-holes for fraud or 
manipulation of bonds in any man- 
ner to the detriment of the scheme. 
The objections urged by WAKE are 
at least worth considering; at the 
sume time no captious opposition 
should be manifested. 

By request, we publish the follow- 
ing extracts from an editorial in the 
Goldsboro Messenger in favor of Con- 
SOLIDATION, referring to some of the 
advantages in case the scheme shall 
be consummated : 


The contemplated plan of consoli- 
dating the North Carolina Railroads, 
repeatedly referred to in the Messen- 


ous, co-operating mass. There will 
no longer be an eastern and a western 
people, with conflicting Interests, 1 
the grand Old North State. They 
will become one people, having a 
common purpose, a common destiny 
and common interests. Jo our wes- 
tern fellow-citizens, now shut out 
from the world by a Chinese wall, it 
willopen the markets of all christen- 
dom, through a North Carolina port. 
To our eastern-fellow citizens, it will 
be equally a source of pride and prof- 
it. To them, it will open the 
great corn and pork, and flour, and 

rain markets of the teeming West. 

t will bring the ships of the eastern 
continent, laden with European mer- 
chandise and manufactures to our 
very doors; carrying back in return 
our cotton, tobacco, naval stores, and 
other commodities, the products of 
our forests and farms, to supply the 
wants of their own people. 

We have confessed our compara- 
tive ignorance of the details and 
scope of the bill which contemplates 
the effectuation of this gigantic 
scheme. It has passed the Senate 
and is now before the House, where 
we hope it will be at once passed and 
ratified as a law. The safeguards to 
be thrown around it to — — the 
State and other stockholders from 
the rapacity of rogues and swindlers 
and depredators on =the Treasury is 
not for us to discuss. We leave that 
to the wisdom and honor and sense 
of justice which should always con- 
trol in such matters. We will sim- 
ply remark that no “change of gauge“ 
should, for auy consideration whiat- 
ever, be allowed which would direct 
thetrade of the State into Virginia 
or other markets, or in any way 
whatever cut offour own seaports. 

It remains but to say that much of 
the credit, if any, of devising and 
planning and projecting this great 
State measure belongs to our own 
Senator, Col. L. W. Humphrey—a 
gentleman who has never yet had due 
credit for his energy, capacity and 
enterprise.“

The Bender Family Arrested. 


A real sensation was produced in 
Spartinsburg, S. Ca., last week by 
the arrest of the Bender Family of 
murderers, at Bivingsville, a small 
manufacturing village.

We learn that this man Thomas 
Webb, a shoemaker by trade, former- 
ly lived near Bivingsville, and moved 
West with his family about 17 years 
avo. The name of Bender must have

derers, as the old man and his wife 
moved back to this county a short 
time since and settled in the same 
neighborhood in which they formerly 
lived, without creating any suspicion, 
being remembered and recognized by 
the name of Webb by some of the 
older citizes Who knew them many 
years ago.—Cleaveland N.C. Banner.
